Nelthor Was the Meeting on 
the Capitol Steps Held.

Washinotox, May 2.— Tho march of 
Coxey'B commouweal army, wliuli 
started from Maesillon, U. , on Easter 
Stintiay, ended yesterday in intemiption 
by the police. Fortanately there were 
DO oMttalties, and last night General 
Cozey addteeaed his bnrleeque army in 
oamp while Marshal Carl Browne was 
in a police station cell and Christopher 
Columbns Jones, leader of the Philadel- 
pliia coiumane, and the comedian of 
the movement, endeavored toappropri- 
att a Hbare of the mar^rrdoai flii aa ad- 
joining cell. 

The performance enacted within the 
shadow of the Capitol yesterday is witb- 
oat a ooontvjrpart in the memoiy of 
Wathingtoniaus. Over the broad, 
smooth pla^a of several acreii facing the 
east front of tu^ capitol was packed a 
crowd of men and women numbering 
lU.OOJ. The Capitol steps and porticos 
under the Grecian pillars were packed 
With people of Lot^sezes, well dieesed, 
and most of the members of congress in 
the thruug. 

An tarly adjournment bad bjen taken 
by the senate op iiccoimt of the death of 
(Senator Stock luidfje, but the house not 
wiihiuii to seem t<. rrorizud by the dem- 
onstration, woat through the semblance 
cf asession with a li..;! ilnl of members. 
Mdie tlum SiUU city i> li' <■ n-iiiforced the 
Capitol otiic^-rs. Di.trct:vt.i: 'ruius-jvi-ral 
citiea were also sprinkled through the 
crowd, for the coiicfnitriition of lawless 
local charac ti rs gave just grounds for 
apjirehension of truuble apart from the 
presence of the Coxeyites. 

It was shortly after 1 o'clock when 
tile aruiy haiteci in the street south of 
the Capitol grounds. Its tiv. -nnln 
inarch down from lirightwood iluDiiK'h 
the principal streets of the city had 
been witnessed by thousands. There 
were 500 men in'^ line. Mrs. Annie L. 
Diggs, the I'opulistic a^'itator of Kannai, 
in a barouche, Coxey's l7-y<ar-old 
dauf'hter in white, on a cream ctilored 
steed. represi;niing theCioddessof i'e.ice, 
Carl iirowne ou a great gray PiTcheron 
stallion, Cieneral Jacob Slechcr Coxey, 
his wife, th« infant I,e.„'al Tender ('o.Tey, 
together in anothi r ( uri:.^;e. Virginia 
Lavalette, s-id lo be an ai treds, on horse- 
back draped in an American fiag, as the 
Philadelph'*! comiuuntiH (iuddess of 
Peace, the unemployed carrying white 
flags of peao») on htaves and the nun- 
deecript banners hetting forth the doc- 
trines of reincarnation, good roads and 
enmity to plutocrats, ipnnkled through 
the car.ivan. 

Marshal browno halted the pr.icen- 
sion there in the street, walked back to 
Coxey's carr-age, the general kissed his 
wife, then the two moving spirits of the 
att'ftir forced their way over the pla/a to 
the Capitol btepe, their men acting under 
orders standing in their tracks. After 
Cozty and browne passed a yelling 
crowd of several hundred men, most of 
them following Browne, coiuspicuous lio- 
canseof his uuiipie cohiume. Tramp- 
ling sod tearing its way througli the 
costly shrubbery the mob went, wliile 
the squad of mounted po.ice which ha^l 
headed the parade, dazed lor a m<jme it 
by the unexpected move, charged reck- 
leasly into their midst. (, 'osoy was con- 
fronted by the police as he took off his 
hat to sp^'ak on the steps, and his de- 
mand for his constitutional rights, as he 
called it, being refused, thrust uixm 
them a nrinted protest, which proved to 
be a wsU wordMI etritomeof Popalistic 
doctrines. 

Meanwhile Carl Browne was being 
literally dragged by the collar of his 
coat through tue crowd toward the near- 
est station, aiter he had made a fight to 
retain his banner- Two police captains, 
a lieutenant *aa sergeant thrust the 
mild mannered Cozey, without violence, 
back across several hundred feet of hu- 
manity to his carriage, mounted police 
were forcing their horses among the peo- 
ple, several of them cracking their clubs 
over the heads of the nearest persons, 
women were shrieking in torrar. men 
WSM yelling fiercely, some were oeing 
knocked down and trampled upon. For 
At* minutes tnere was riot in that sec- 
tion of the mob in front of the east steps 
which oocapied about an acre of tiie as- 
phalt. Then the two agitating spirits 
M^ng been removed and half a dozen 
particularly belligerent men having been 
taken in hy the police the distnroance 
was quellad withoot seriona injury to a 
single person. ^ ^ ^ 

Somehow the army was started olf 
toward its new camp between double 
liMs of police, followed by a mob of 
thousands, cheering like demons for 
Cozey and Browne. Within an hour 
the Capitol grounds had almost regained 
their noma' (^et with onlv a few hun- 
dred people strolling around. 

Ueneral Cozey acoapted the situation 
philosophically. His army was put to 
work clearing up the new camping 
grounds for occupancy, while Cozey 
droTe over to the offloe of the district 
commissioners with an eye to business. 
Be made application of them for the 
necessary lioause to charge admiasioa to 
his camp. The commissioners detired 
time to consider the propositian, so act- 
ing upon their suggestiOD Mr. Cozey 
went to the clerk and hf p^ing |5, se- 
cured a Uoense for one day only. 

"I have no complaint,^' Cozey said, 
"to makt^as far as the police are con- 
cerned. They treated me with great 
amsideration, hut they had to oarry out 
the law. mu if it was an unjust one. 
My tpeeobnakina. howevar. at the Can- 



itoi IB oTer, ana i loui fioi again i(t- 
tempt it. It would be no use. The 
American eagle did a good deal of 
squealingtoday, but thai was to be ex- 
pected. jTba anthoritieB pinched him 
rather hard. He'll haye nia say, how- 
ever, sooner or later." 

The must serious chapter of the affair 
for Washington, tha problem of what is 
to be doorwith the army, remains un- 
solved. Cozey has no intention of lead- 
ing his recruin away, bat still declares 
that the movement has just begun; that 
they will stay here un^ congress pro- 
vides for them by passing bis buls. 

Aftsirs at the White House and ezec- 
utive departments continued with their 
usual serenity all day. The cabinet met 
as usual at 11 o'clock while Coxey 's 
army was pursuing its march to the 
Capitol. Earlier in the day. at 10 
o clock, President Clevaland had visited 
ft convention of physiciinirj held in the 
National theater on Ponnsylvania ave- 
nue in the line of march whMTS people 
were crowding the streets. 

Carle Browne and Christopher Colum- 
bu.-i .loiies will bo tried in the police 
court. Browne wid be arraigno<l on the 
^ncral charge of violating a United 
btatcs statute, the one regulating the use 
of the Capitol grounds. Probably Jones 
will be charged with disorderly conduct. 
Washington citizens wish most fervently 
that this trial mi|^ mark tha-pMrisg of 
Cozeyism. 

AFTER THE RIOT WAS OVER. 

A Tslk With the Leaders and WlwS Tin y 
Intend to Do. 

WAgHiiroTOir, May 9.— Jcase Oozey 
led the army to camp, his white clad 
sister, the Qoddess of Peace, retaining 
her courage admirably. 

A squad of V8 police, under Lieuten- 
ant Amiss, meantime hud inarched over 
to the army and lined up to pi-eaerve 
order as it departed. A gray haired 
man, with a (i. A. B. button on bis 
coat, climbed up the steiis of an ad- 
jacent bouse and began a uai augue upon 
the rights of American citiiiens, winch 
drew A fraction of th« crowd a>>ont. 
The army, as it marched down tne 
street, was followed by hundreds of 
poorly di-esaed men and wtmien. who 
cheer, d it all the way without intermis- 
sion, and shouted loudly lor uheei-s for 
Cozey and Browno. 

Uenerul Cozey talked to an As-so- 
ciated Prtss reporter when be reached 
the new camp. 

"I was careful to walk on the side- 



walk and trespass upon no local ragu.a- 
tions when 1 went np to the steps," he 
"this is the beginning o' 
, that is all. The peopl( 



said, "this is the beginning of the move 
ment, that is all. '1 he people are with 
tis, the commou people. Look at the 
thousands who ciieered our cause tutlay. 
We will remain nght here, other bands 
of unemploye*! with join us; congivss 
will see the will of the people and will 
pass our bills." 

Browne and Jones, who was arrestod 
with him, wera marched off to the po- 
lice station and locked up in adjacent 
cells. The sntrisa in to«ir nqiactive 
cases were: 

Carl Browne, aged 44, oeonpation, 
artist and journalist, single, charged 
with disorderly conduct; complainant.

Browne apix';ir<d cist down .;nd 
cmshed when he appeared at the do r 
of his cell, i'l reply to a reporter's knoi k. 
He was jisked if ho desired to make a 
statement. 

"I don t wifih to say anything until 1 
hear trom the American peo|IiB,'' was 
his rti«po:ise. 

Citizen .[ones heard the answer ot the 
in.'ir.^hal, and made a similar reply to t!ie 
baiiii- (lUtry. 

Alter the disturbances had passed 
away there was a conference betrve n 
the local prosecuting attorney and the 
police authorities as to the trial of ti 
uvisoners, Browne and Jones. /' ssi.stant 
District Attorney MnlU)wney conferred 
with Major Moore, chmf of police, and it 
was decided the two men slioiild be ar 
raigned before Judgt? Miller of the 
polit o court. 

Con-sideration was next ^iven to the 
charge to be brought aganut tlie pr s 
oners and Mr. Mullowney decided ' > 
make the charge on the broad ground of 
a violation oi the United States statut' 
It was so entered in the blotter of ti.e 
station. Under this allegation specif ; 
charges will t>e made of entering t > 
Capitol grounds unlawfully and of dis- 
oraerly conduct. 

Mr. Mnllowney also directed the oPl- 
cers not to accept collateral in Ueu f 
bail. Browne's attorney was told that 
any time bail was readv Judge Miller 
would tlx the amount, and the clerk of 
the court would make out She papers 
necessary to release the prisoners (roiL 
custody. 

Mr. Hyman said he expected to securf 
bail without trouble. 

He was asked as to the line of da 
feiise. 

"We will not only defend," said h-?, 
"but we may also ailopt affirmative r"- 
tion through the courts. The firat thi p 
will be to deft ml the prisoners again..t 
the charge that they unlawfully entered 
the Caiiitol grounds. That involves a 
test of the law forbidding peaceable hs- 
semblias in the Capitol groonda, and we 
will take that law to UM Oourts of last 
resort. Then the alftnuillye action will 
depend on eiroaoMtaiMss, but it is cer- 
tain that if BroWMar Jones have been 
injured in any way, someone will have 
to make ample reparation." 

Late in the afternoon Browne's bail 
was ti-Yeil at $500. Mrs. Emily Briggs, 
a wealthy resident of this city, and Mrs. 
Anna Hahn. a prominent labor sympa- 
thiser, undertook the bond and the 
chief marshal was set free. Mrs. Brigtis 
conveyed him in her carriage to her 
home,swh«i be took dinner, andfthea he 
returned to the army in its new camp 
near the river. 

Christopher Colambus Jones was left 
to ItBgoiw in tha stirtkm hoosa. Nom 



OI in« ouzey pebpie seem to oe particu- 
larly interested in his condition or fate, 
and it is douutful if any f-ffort will be 
made to get him out of jail. 

On reaching the camp. Browna iMllook 
himself immediately to the tent at bea< 
quart. rs, where he refuse ! to see any of 
his followers or ontsiders, ezcept a se- 
lected few. Shortly after 8 o'clock 
Coxey made his appearance in the tent 
and listened witn careful attention to 
the marshal's accjtmt of his arrest. 

After mastering the situation he had 
the gasoline lamps lighted on either side 
of the platform in a lower comer of the 
new camp, and a few minutes later he 
was addres.sing aii audience made np of 
a limited p. >rtion of his followers and 
such curious lueu and women as were 
willing to pay 10 cents to come in and 
see what was going on. Cozey said he 
was well satlfted with what bad trans- 
pired during tha daj. Hebelieted that 
the fact the common people of the United 
States represented by his followers, had 
been denied the right peaceably to assem 
ble and state their grievancrM, would be 
heralded throtighout flie land and would 
result in bringing many thousands of the 
unemployed to this city. He still ad- 
vised peace and declared that he lie- 
lieve«l his two bills would be passed by 
congress inside of two or three week.s. 

There was a large crowd about the 
< amp during the evening and a large de- 
tail of p<>lice was posted there to prevent 
disorder.

LABOR LSGISLATION.

Wasuisu roN. May 2.— Claude Meeker, 
consul at Bradford, Eng., has contrib 
uted an interesting chapter to the his- 
tory of labor legislation in a reiiort to 
the department of statr* upon exjieri 
ments witii the eight-hour system by 
English eniployem of lal)or. He says 
that though attempted legislation in that 
direction has been several times def< aC- 
ed, the tight is to be renewed and tiie 
eight-hour oill wiU loon ooms ap before 
parliament. 

At the Sanford iron works, near Man- 
chester, the system was tri>jtl for one 
year, at the linn's (jwn instance, to asci r 
tain how tai the system of shorter hours 
of work might be put in force without 
injury to tne mechanical trades. The 
full complement of men is anil 
the wages paid 4.S hours weekly, were 
the .same as tor oS hours under the (^Id 
83'stem. About r.J trades were repre- 
sented. 

The trial was in a year of exceeding 
depr-'S-sion, when the prices obtained tor 
the output Wire the lowest on record. 
Init tlie invoice value of the go .ds pro- 
duced amounted to the average rate of 
value of the six preceding years. Tliis 
was regaiili d as an uiiiavorable con- 
dition lor ihi- te^t. Uiie-tliird of th" 
men employed were on piiceworK 
wage-* and that syst 'Ui received a 
thorough trial as well as the weekly 
waye sy.stem. The production dur.ng 
the tiiai year was actually greater, but 
the proht on ai count ot cheap prici s 
was sijinewhat less, but the economy in 
the shorter hours for burning gas and 
fuel, lor wear and tear of tools, ma- 
chinery, etc.. i xactly oqnaliMd the in* 

creased labi tr ( ost. 

On piecework the wages realized were 
1.41 per cent less than the standard. The 
figures in this, however, showed a steady 
adaptation to the aiten.'d conditions and 
made it evi lent that as the work jiro- 
ceeded the dilference would entire ly dis- 
appear. The foreman's rejwrts show 
that the men were more steady at woik, 
more cheerful and less nivun to insol ri- 
ety under the eight-hour system. Tho 
moral tone was also improved and all 
seemetl brighter and more cheerful.

RIOTING ON MAy DAY. 

Serious Disturbanoes Take 
Place In Cleveland. 

SEVERAL TEOPLE ARE INJURED. 



Unemployed Foreigner* Tnko PoMOMlon 

of the Streets and for m While Have 
Things Th«-lr Unrn Way— Ulsturhaaces 
Ofcui- lit Several riare« Abrowl hut 
Nothing of a Serloua Mature. 
Clbvelaxd, May 3.— The tmemployed 
of Cleveland celebrated May day with a 
meeting, a procession that was marked 
by Several ri >tou-i demonstrations, and by 
listening to and applauding a rank an- 
archist address on tiie public s(iuaro 
when they had Hiiished their march. 
The day was tull of excitement. The 
procession, which moved shortly after 
10 o'clock in the forenoon, was com- 
posed ot between 0,00 » and IO.WjO men 
and boys, mostly foreignera. They fol- 
lowed a L'nited States dag and started 
in miiitar\ order. They had not gone 
a mile, however, before tiie procession 
collided with an electric car. The 
motorman refused to stop when com 
manded to do to, and the oar was 
wrecKed. 

A few minutes later another car was 
met. A policeman on the front plat 
form commanded the mob to give way. 
W hen they refused to do so. he hred his 
revolver into the air. Many of the 
m.irchers drew pistols and began tiring 
at leait 100 shots being discharged, but 
nobody wiis hurt. Some of the bullets 
went through the window of u store, 
however, and two of the clerks had nar- 
row escapes. 

Tbe procession was broken up tempo- 
rarily, but the lines were reformed. 
Soon a third car was met, and when the 
driver refused to stop be was felled with 
a brick, though not seriously hurt. The 
line of march was across the South and 
West Sides and back to the square. As 
tbe procession moved up Superior street 
on the return it tilled that thoroughfare 
from building to building. Streetcars 
were stopped and all traidic suspended 
for a time. 

The driver of a truck, who refused to 
take his team out of the wav. received a 
bad wound in the side of the faoe from 
an iron bolt thrown by one of the 
marchers. During all these distorbanoes 
not a single arrest was made, tha polioe 
evidently not desiring to court trouble 
with a mob in such an ugly temper. 

When the procession bad returned to 
the sqtiare several speeches were made 
by Central Labor union leaders who ad< 
vised the nMQ .to go home, bat an an- 
arohist finally gel wdd of tha crowd and 
mad* a aipmA trlddi started anothur 
procession. It beaded out through tlia 
manufaotnring district in the eastern 
part of tbedqrand it was faaradthat 
more violence would be oonunitted, bat 
nothing mora larions than the breaking 
of a faw windo wy in a factory occarrad. 

MAY DAY ABROAD.

two OF AN EIQHTEEN-DAY STRIKE. 

Win Boom Be 



Tbe Orert Northern TnUna 
RnnnluK Agmln. 

St. Pai i., May -After being tied 
up for ]>' days almost completely fro&i 
end to end. thu (Ireat Northern railway 
system wUl now resume work, the great 
titrike being declared off last night. It 
is practically a victory for the American 
Railway union, and tTesident Debs, al 
though the committee from the com 
meraal bodies of the two cities was 
largely responsible for the result. 

The governor had trie<I mediation, 
suggesting a bitration. but his action did 
not meet wiln success and two other 
similar attempts to bring about arbitra- 
tion failed, toe union leaders claimiug 
that their demands were jtist and did 
not admit ot arbitration, althoogh they 
finally said thev were williog to have 
the matter submitted to the citizens' 
committee and would be governed ly 
their decisic ii. 

Various conferences were held bv that 
committee witli 1 resident Hill and with 
the labor leaders. Mr. Hill was jwo- 
noonoed in favor of arbitration all 
•long, and agreed to any system of a: 
bitration it the men would resume 
work. Fina'.ly the committee got them 
to meet yesterday afternoon and the re- 
wilt is that the strike has been declared 
off and the men will re torn to work at 
onoe. The oonferenoe went over all de- 
tails thoroughly and Mr. Hill mac.3 
great oonoessions to the men, the reanlt 
being that the whole diffloolty was solved 
then and there. 

■ It was settled really by arbitration, 
the citizens' committee being the jadges, 
but the strikers gained all their demands, 
while the company secured a settlement 
through arbitration as Presidrat Hill de- 
sired. The 4,600 miles of track will be 
opened for business by over 5,000 em- 
ployee, and the entire northwest will be 
releaseil from the freight and passenger 
blockade that has oppressed it for over 
two weeks.
